Yorba Linda Schools 
Should Join Placentia 

We believe that a bad mistake was made by the 
Yorba Linda School District Board of Trustees in 
recommending that the district unify with the 
Fullerton High School District instead of choosing 
union with the Placentia Unified School District. 

There are many reasons why unification with 
Placentia is the most logical way for Yorba Linda to 
go. 

First, it would give the people of Yorba Linda far 
more local control than they will ever have in the 
Fullerton district since at full growth Yorba Linda 
will have about half of the population of the Placentia 
School District. 

Second, if the district unifies with Placentia, Yorba 
Linda will not be split into two different school 
districts. At present, about 35 percent of the Yorba 
Linda area residents live in the Placentia Unified 
School District. This percentage will grow as the city 
expands to the east. 

Third, the chances of Yorba Linda ever having a 
high school of its own will be greatly lessened if the 
elementary district stays with Fullerton. It is 
doubtful whether there will ever be enough population 
in the elementary district to support a high school, 
especially since the Fullerton High School District is 
already overbuilt with classrooms. 

Fourth, if Yorba Linda unifies with Placentia its 
students will be able to use the two present high 
schools in Placentia plus the new Esperanza High 
School scheduled to open in 1973. 

Fifth, we feel that the proposal to unify along 
Fullerton High School District lines has little chance 
of being approved by the voters because it would 
create a huge, multi-community district with little 
chance for any community to exert real local control 
over its schools. 

Sixth, we wonder if this recommendation is not 
really a delaying move to put off the inevitable 
decision which must be made. Yorba Linda bv itself is 
too small to function as a unified district under 
present financing laws since it does not have the 
student population to support needed facilities. 

We feel that because of the above reasons the 
County Committee on School District Reorganization 
should not accept the local recommendation but 
should recommend to the state that an election be 
held to annex the Yorba Linda Elementary School 
District to the Placentia Unified School District.

Dr. Brinkley, 
bursitis is best 
known by its 
symptoms. Bursitis is a 
sickness or inflammation 
of the joint capsule, and 
a swelling of tissue from 
irritation. The irritation 
may be chemical from di¬ 
sease. simply over-fatigue, 
or from external bruising. 
In the case of the shoulder, 
bursitis starts as a sore¬ 
ness and gradually 
worsens until it is some¬ 
times impossible to move 
one's arm without extreme 
pain. 

In many cases the early, 
mild condition will clear 
up after a rest period. But 
in each reoccurrence the 
condition lingers for * a 
longer period of time and 
the joint gets stiffer and 
more sore. When bursitis 
persists, calcium deposits 
show up on the surfaces of 


the bones in the joint, 
causing arthritis. Adhe¬ 
sions even form in the 
joint capsule, causing a 
frozen joint. 

“The problems of bur¬ 
sitis and the conditions it 
can cause are understand¬ 
able when we remember 
that it is living tissue, a 
part of the living body, 
reacting to the causative 
factor.” states Dr. Brink- 
ley. He also states that the 
most common of the three 
irritating factors found in 
bursitis relates to injuries. 

"For example,” Dr. 
Brinkley says, “a fall in¬ 
jures the bursa of the 
shoulder joint. If this hap¬ 
pens. healing forces cannot 
get to the injured part and 
bursitis can develop. As 
I've noted,” he continues, 
“this condition can lead 
to all sorts of serious dif¬ 
ficulties including arthri¬ 
tis." 

Dr. Brinkley strongly 
urges persons who suffer 
from bursitis to undergo 
Chiropractic examination 
and treatment. "After 
all.” he states, “the 
modern Doctor of Chiro¬ 
practic is scientifically 
trained to detect misa¬ 
lignments and damage to 
the bursa.”
